REMARKS 



Claim 56 has been amended to clarify the unified nature of the indications 
myelosupression, mucositis and peripheral neuropathy. As was clear from the claims as 
originally filed, for example claim 38, all of these listed indications are actually side effects of 
treatment with antineoplastic agents. The subject to be treated must be undergoing anti- 
neoplastic treatment as required by the claim. Thus, these indications all have a common orgin 
as side effects and thus it appears to applicants they could be examined in the same application. 

Applicants would appreciate reconsideration of the restriction requirement to the extent 
that Groups HI, V and VII have been restricted.
